H E Treaſurer and Truftees of the Society 
For ſupporting a CHARITY-Scfoor, e the 
Inſtructing, Clothing, Maint in» wthingp prenticing” 
poor Children deſcended of Welſh Parents, born in 
or near LonDON, who hade 0 PAROCHIAL 
SETTLEMENT therein; humbly conceiving, if 
an Account of the Riſe, Progreſs, and preſent 
State of the ſaid Charity was more generally 
known, it would induce many well-difpoſed Gen- 
tlemen to lend their aſſiſtance in ſupport of fo 
good a work: have therefore thought it neceſſary 
to publiſh the following account of the ſame. 
About the year 1718, a few worthy public- 
ſpirited gentlemen, of the Principality of Wales, 
obſerving that many poor children of their un- 
fortunate countrymen, born in or near LowDoN, 
were not entitled to any parochial- ſettlement, 
and conſequently had no opportunity -of being 
inſtructed in the principles of Chriſtianity (to the 
grols ignorance of which, idleneſs, debauchery, 
| 19 . Oy" ATION 
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and all vices, are chiefly owing), formed them- 


ſelves into a Amicable Society, and entered into a 
voluntary ſubſcription, for the /etting up and ſu 2 


porting a School in or near Lonpon, for the 


\ fruiting, Clothing, aud putting forth Apprentice, 


poor Children deſcended of Welſh Parents, born in 
or near LONDON, as aforeſaid, having no Parochial 
Settlement within the Bills of Mortality. 


Having thus laid their foundation, they. pro- 


ceeded to put in execution their ſo well-deſigned 


charity; and their firſt laudable ſtep was, to fix on 
a ſober, diſcreet, and capable maſter, who was 
direQed," that at the ſame time he was making the 


poor children good Chriſtians, and loyal and uſe- 


ful ſubjects, he would carefully inculcate that 
_ leſſon preſcribed by our Saviour, of true 

thereby inſtructing them in the duties 
of ſerrants, Obedience and ſubjection to ſupe 


riors; as by that means they would be made wil- 


ling, as well as fit, to be employed, not only in 


trades and ſervices, but alſo in huſbandry, navi- 


gation, or in any other bufineſs of moſt uſe and 
benefit to the public. 

The ſubſcriptions at firſt bans too ſmall to an- 
fer any great expence, the Society were obliged 
to take a room near Hatton-Garden, and to per- 
mit only Twelve poor children to be taken in upon 
che eſtabliſhment, until their charitable deſigns be- 
came better knovn, and the ſubſeripion in- 
creaſed. 


The reſolution and perſeverance _ which 


this charitable inſtitution was carried on in the 
beginning, but more eſpecially the worthy exam- 
ples of the gentlemen concerned, ſoon induced 
many -well-diſpoſed , Chriſtians, as well country- 
men as others, to promote it, either by becoming 
themſelves, or getting their friends to be Annual 

S ubſcribers 
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. | 
Subſcribers, or giving temporary benefaftions: and 
thereupon the Society immediately reſolved, that 
the number of poor children upon the eſtabhſh-- 
ment, ſhould be agreeable to their firſt plan, which 
was forty, and to take a commodious room for the 
preſent, unti] they were enabled to build a ſchool, 

| for the better carrying on their pious deſign. 1 
1 In this ſtate the charity went on for ſome years, 
4 and with great pleaſure the Society ſaw it anſwer 
many of the good purpoſes for which it was eſta- 
bliſhed. Many helpleſs children not only found 
preſent relief by this charity, but were put in the 
way to eſcape the corruption they are liable to in 
the world, and become uſeful members of the com- 
munity, They now imagined, that if a ſchool was 
erected on purpoſe for poor children, it would be 
a means of making their good deſigns more public, 
and might probably recommend the charity to the 
farther notice of their well-diſpoſed countrymen 
and others, among both the nobility and gentry. 
In the year 1737, therefore, the Society began 
a ſubſcription for eredting a ſchool-houſe; in 
which they were generouſly aſſiſted (to their ho- 
nour be it ſpoken) by feveral noble and worthy 
perſons ofthe Principality of Wales, as alſo by many 
other charitable gentlemen and ladies. The fub- 
ſcription thus begun, the Society ſtill hoping that 
in ſo charitable an undertaking they ſhould be li. 
berally aſſiſted, fixed on a piece of ground on 
Clerkenwell-Green, belonging to a certain honour» 
able gentleman, and contracted with a builder to 
erect a ſchool; which, when finiſhed, and the ac- 
count of the building, and the amount of the ſub- 
{ſcription towards the ſaid ſchool, was laid before 
the Society, they, with great concern, found a de- 
ficiency of 3410. 165. * 8 0 
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and afſſections would have prompted them to affiſt 


And though this great debt has ſince been diſ- 
ed by the bounty of ſeveral worthy bene - 
fabtors, and the generoſity of a treaſurer, Who

e 100. on annuity of 5/. determinable on 
one life ;. yet the ſaid Society with the utmoſt re- 
gret obſerve, that, they cannot carry on their cha- 
ritable deſign, without the further aſſiſtance of the 
well-diſpoſed, which they moſt earneſtly requeſt, 
for the following reaſons; 
I. Becaule there are many more objects of this 
charity to which the Society can afford nothing, 


more than their pity and compaſſion; being un- 


able to relieve them out of their preſent ſubſcrip- 
tons, Sc. And as the relief of theſe, alſo, is much. 
at their hearts, they are ſincerely and earneſtly de- 
firous to lee the {aid charity enlarged, the'uleful- 
neſs whereof, and the great good. it has already 
done, appears by the maſter's account: : 
II. Becauſe, without this charitable ſupport, 
many children deſcended of Welch parents, born 
in or near Lox DO, who may be truly ſaid to 
have come naked, in the moſt unhappy ſenſe, from 
their mother s womb. (wretched and poor, utterly 
unable to help themſelves; whilſt thoſe, whoſe duty 
theſe unhappy objetts, are either dead, or as poor 
and deſtitute as themſelves), and not having any 
PAROCHIAL SETTLEMENT, , muſt become 
the ſubjects of want and miſery, and liable to be 
ruined through ignorance and irreligion. 

In the year 1769, on the recommendation of 
ſeveral worthy ladies, the Society enlarged their 
plan, and took Six GirLs into the houſe, to be 
boarded, educated, and clothed on the eſtabliſh- 
ment, and when of proper age, to be put out by 
the charity to trade or ſervitude. 0

The patronage afforded this, charity, by His. 
Royal Highneſs -the Prince of War xs, the nobili- 
ty, gentry, and public in general, induced: the 
Treaſurer and Truſtees, in the year 1771, to at- 
tempt a further enlargement of their plan, and to 
undertake, in future, the Education and entire. 
Maintenance, of a certain number of Boys and 
Girls. In this they have been greatly encouraged 
and very generoully aſſiſted; and for which the 
Treaſurer and Truſtees, in the name of the whole 
Socttty, beg leave to return their ſincere thanks. 
As the ſchool-houſe on Clerkenwel!l-Green would 
not admit of enlargement ſufficient for this pur- 
poſe, piece of freehold ground has been purchaſed 
and ſecured. to the uſe of the charity.—It ſtands 
on the right-hand fide of the road from Gray s- Inn 
Lane to Pancras. 


On this pleaſant airy ſpot, is now eretedand - 
finiſhed a Schaol. honſe, and other proper buildings, 


ſufficient to accommodate SIX TV CHILDREN. 
— Purchaſing and ſecuring the ground; erecting, 
finiſhing, and furniſhing the Schools houſe and 
building, with the brick wall round the ſame and 
garden; levelling, and planting fruit- trees, &c. 
&c. in the garden, amounted to 3693“. 18s. and 
114. The expences of ſupporting the ſchool, with 
the ſaid number of children, will amount to near 
nine hundred pounds per annum. 

Therefore, to enable them to defray and ſupport 
ſuch expence, the Society beg leave to ſolicit the 
liberal aſſiſtance of the generous public, and eſ- 
pecially of their countrymen of the PaINx I A- 
LiTY. The number of theſe in this city is very 
conſiderable; they are well able to ſupport an 
inſtitution of this kind; and it ſeems highly de- 
ſerving of their notice and patronage on the prin. 
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eiples of humanity and religion. Well executed 
and conducted, it will relieve multitudes of help- 
leſs children, as well as their parents; it will be 
of advantage to ſociety and the public in general; 
and reflect great honour, and afford the moſt ſolid 
fatisfaQtion, to all who contribute to its eſtabliſſi.
